was well beloued, but in all cowardize and 
rigo as appeareth, executed his bloudthtr- 
ſtie and crueliminde as 3s aforcſaid,all which 
the ſatd Coſbyleemed to deny, andfo colour 
bis hamefull and banafurall acf, he woulds 
baue perſoadedfhe£,02dc x Julices there, 
that he meant noquarreilnothurt to the LL, 
Bootke, but ſaid that he perſwoaded the Lo2d 
Bootke being in the fielde to beake thopoint. 
of his (ode, andfhen to returne againe to 
the Court, #there to acknowledge that they 
had fouctht , that the 92d Bo9zke hadoffen 
ded theſaid Arnold Col by,and thatthe Lo2d 
Boozkes life lay. in Coſbies handes at what 
time they fought, this ſhould the 02d Book. 
haue done, as the ſaid Coſbieaſfirmed, aud 
why ? Foſooth, becauſe Coſbtie ( as he ſatd 
at the barre) ſtoodevponhis a. m 
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02d Boozke that offer o2 nof, ns man feſti-: 
fyingit but him ſelfe. And if head offeredit- 
yet it had beneamatter oigreaf diſyracebn-» 
fo the ſad Lo2detohaue perfonrmedif: 02 fs- 
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 loweto ſo meaneaman, being in his highe@t 


degree andeſtate, but a captaine by her maie- 
ties commiſſion , p2efcrred to that place by 
thoſe that were ofhonourable eſtimation,and 
doutl2ſle ſuch was the courage of that noble 
man, that befoze he woulde haue donehin 
feifz, {0 great a Diihonour he wouldfirit man- 
fully hane died in the fielde at Coſbies fecte, 
ne:ther 1s it to bee ſuppoſed that the 1192Ds 
Boozke did offer thar diſgrace as Coſby al- 
leaged af the barre, which was that hepul- 
ied him by the noſe the night befoze they 
fought , whereas none cancome inandinuſtly 
inake repo2t thereof, but Coſbie him ſe fe,yea 
it is a matfer manif:{t and plaine that the

[-ant and a hardy man at arines, ke was cur-

Whereupon after that CaptaineMoſton had 
dclinered to the Lozds @ Juſtices there aſ-
